first president from 1871 to 1573, Sev-
ernl of the membews read tender tribs
utes to the charncter of the devoted
misslonary to the Gllbertese, whose last
dnys even ware full of thoughtfulness
for the people among whop she had
Inbored and glven the best part of her
life to elevate them from heathenlsm to
Christianity.

Kanoa, Hawaullun mission-
arles, to the very unattrictive station
in the Gllbert group and, on the 15th
of November, 1857, just one yeir frome
their wedding day ther landed on the
{sland of Apnlang.

Here they bullt a tiny house, twenty-
four by sixteen feet, and calling It
| “Haoppy Home,"” they set up  thelr
household altar,

naked savages! What a shock It must
have heen to her! But thls gentle soul
was nlsn brave; she had made up her
mind to llve among these people and do

In this trying climate, his eyves failed
him. Night after night she sat read-
ing to him never saying, "I am too
tired,"” always forgetting herself when
there was anything needing to be done.

But with the mercury at 146 in the |
sun almost any one of northern birth
will give out In time: and this devoted
palr were obliged to return to Honos
lulu for rest and change, In 1568 the
second Mornipg Star was bullt and
Mr. Bingham became her captain.

ltook pamsage In a trading veasel for
Samon and from there to Australla and’
